Knife found in Gainesville suspect's home 

GAINESVILLE, Fla. — State agents who searched a suspect’s home in 
the killing of five college students found a knife hidden in a milk carton, a 
newspaper reported Sunday. 

The Gainesville Sun quoted two sources close to the investigation as saying 
that the knife was found Thursday as agents searched the Indialantic home of 
Edward Lewis Humphrey, his Gainesville apartment and his car. 

Police in Colby, Kan., said Sunday that Humphrey was told to leave the 
town in western Kansas last month, about two weeks before the killings in 
Gainesville, because of his suspicious behavior, including arguing with a 
hitchhiker and later driving slowly through residential areas. 

Humphrey, 18, hasn’t been charged in the slayings but has been identified 
by police as one of eight suspects. They have refused to call him the prime 
suspect. 

The Sun reported that the knife was found where Humphrey told investiga- 
tors earlier this month it would be. Lab tests will be performed to determine if 
the knife is linked to the killings. 


Liberian rebels shoot, capture Pres. Doe 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast — A rebel faction shot Liberian President Samuel 
Doe in both legs and captured him Sunday during a battle in that nation’s 
capital, the British Broadcasting Corp. reported. 

The U.S. State Department confirmed that Doe had been captured by 
rebels led by Prince Johnson but would not comment further. 

More than 60 people, including dozens of Doe’s bodyguards, were killed in 
the fighting between Doe loyalists and Johnson’s fighters, the BBC said. It 
said the battle took place outside the headquarters of a West African task force 
in Monrovia, Liberia. 

Doe had left his fortified seaside mansion to pay an unscheduled visit to the 
commander of the West African task force, Lt. Gen Arnold Quainoo of Ghana, 
the BBC’s correspondent in Monrovia reported. 

Johnson and some of his fighters followed Doe, and a quarrel erupted, the 
BBC report said. The two sides then started battling with rifles, machine guns 
and grenades. 


lraqi foreign minister asks Iran for help 


BAGHDAD,Iraq —lIraq’s foreign minister Sunday sought help from Iran 
in cracking the U.N.-imposed embargo on Baghdad, but the United States and 
Soviet Union renewed their commitment to the sanctions. 

Syria’s official news agency reported that a series of 46 explosions were 
heard in the Iraqi town of Al-Qaim near the border, resulting in an undeter- 
mined number of casualties. ABC News identified the site of the blasts as the 
Al-Qaim chemical plant. 

The official Iraqi News Agency denied the report of explosions in Al-Qaim. 

Last month, Polish workers returning home from Iraq reported that about 
35 Americans were brought to the chemical plant in Al-Qaim on Aug. 17 under 
guard. It was not known whether any Westerners are still being held as human 
shields at the plant. Also Sunday, more Americans flew to freedom after being 
held in Iraq and Kuwait. Hundreds are still held as human shields against U.S. 
and other forces building up in the Persian Gulf region since the Iraqi invasion 
of Kuwait five weeks ago. 


Bush, Gorbachev jointly condemn Iraq 


HELSINKI, Finland — President Bush and Soviet leader Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev joined Sunday in a joint condemnation of Iraq’s invasion of Kuwait, 
and said they agreed in seven hours of summit talks that “aggression cannot 
and will not pay.” 

Gorbachev emphasized the need for a “political” solution, insisting that his 
former ally, Saddam Hussein, is headed “into a dead end” by struggling to hold 
Kuwait against stiff international sanctions. 

Bush held out the possibility of using force if the embargo is not effective, 
but Gorbachev pointedly refrained from saying the Soviet Union would sup- 
port a military move against Iraq. 

Yet the Soviet president said he hoped to make it “quite clear to Saddam 
Hussein that if Iraq were to provoke military action, then the result would be a 
tragedy first and foremost for the Iraqi people themselves, for the whole of the 
region and for the whole of the world.” 

The leaders spoke with reporters following the release of their joint summit 
declaration that said: “We are united in the belief that Iraq’s aggression must 
not be tolerated. No peaceful international order i is possible if larger states can

3 war veterans 
share experiences

The Draft: simple words, but the 
emotion those words bring out range 
from disappointment to fear to appre- 
hension. Three veterans who served 
in three different wars share their 
draft experiences with The Daily Uni- 
verse. 

Bruce Ashworth, Holliday, was

The statement stood in unprecedented contrast to Cold War bickering that 
accompanied crises during the past four decades. 

The statement also said that once Iraq withdraws from Kuwait, the two 
countries will work with nations in the region to develop regional security 
structures and measures to promote peace and stability. 

The American president said Soviet support for anti-Iraq sanctions “gets 
me inclined to recommend as close cooperation in the economic field as possi- 
ble.” He said there had been a “good long discussion” on Soviet requests for 
economic assistance, and that he would address the topic when he makes a 
nationally televised speech to Congress Tuesday night. 

The possibility that sanctions will not succeed against Iraq prompted the 
most significant differences between Bush and Gorbachev. 

Without elaboration, their joint statement said, “if the current steps fail to 
end it, we are prepared to consider additional ones” consistent with the United 
Nations charter. 

“T did not say that if Iraq does not withdraw peacefully, we’re going to have 
recourse to military methods. ... Ido not state that,” said the Soviet president. 
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“Charity is an attitude, not an act.”

“Here I was trying to get spiritu- 
ally ready for a mission when I was 
drafted.

George Read, Salt Lake City, a 
veteran of the Korean War, said he 
probably wouldn’t have volunteered 
at the time he was drafted, but “I felt 
it was a necessity under the condi- 
tions. A lot of people felt they (the 
government) were trying to protect 
certain interests.” 

J.B. McKinnon, Birmingham, Ala., 
a World War II veteran, said, “I didn’t 
feel badly about getting drafted. 
There was a good reason for fighting 
the war. I had no reluctance,” he said. 

McKinnon, who was born and 
raised in Georgia, said it was quite an 
experience being away from home for 
the first time. “I had never seen snow 
before and one army buddy from 
York, Pa., thought I was lying. 

“T had signed up for ROTC when I 
got drafted. I was going to try to get 
into the Army Air Corps,” said McK- 
innon. “I was deferred for three 
months because I was designing parts 
for liberty boats and they felt I had an 
essential job, so they insisted on a 
deferment. When it came up again, I 
told them not to defer me,” he said.

Each of the veterans served over- 
seas, but their combat experiences 
differ considerably. 

Read was wounded and given an 
early discharge because of his in- 
juries. 

“We were on the front lines just 
outside of Seoul, assaulting a hill and 
all of a sudden I felt like I got hit in the 
back with a shovel. I walked about a 
mile to a mile and a half. I got shot 
three times and 
they took out two 
and left one in, I 
had a perforated in- 
testinal tract,” 
Read said. 

Ashworth said he 
had some good ex- 
periences in the 
war. “I was a medic 
in the service and 
an elder. Mormons 
wore an extra dog 
tag. When they 
(Mormons) came 
into: ycamp 
ET they pretty. much knew to, 
call for me. I gave a lot of blessings,” 
he said. 

“T didn’t agree with our involve- 
ment over there, but the Article of 
Faith (12th) that says we believe in 
being subject to kings, rulers, etc. 
helped me to stay over there,” Ash- 
worth said. 

McKinnon, who served in the 13th 
Airborne Division glider unit, never 
did see combat, even though he went 
to Germany. 

“We went at the end of ‘44. We had 
three missions planned and none ma- 
terialized. One mission was to glide 
across the Rhine River, establish a 
beachhead at the Remagen bridge, 
and hold it,” McKinnon said. 

“But Patton crossed the bridge the 
afternoon before we were supposed to 
go,” he said. 

Ashworth said, “It’s not an easy 
issue dealing with the draft. Every- 
one has to resolve it for themselves. 
The draft is blatantly unfair, because 
it picks on the lower economic group. 

“T wouldn’t trade it (his experi- 
ences) for anything, but I wouldn’t 
want my sons to go through it, ei- 
ther,” Ashworth said. 

“War is hell, but you have to have 
people periodically stand up and de- 
fend the freedoms other people 
have,” Read said.

Y cadet goes to Saudi Arabia

Cadet Steven Hill is a real soldier. 

His father was a colonel and his 
grandfather was a lieutenant colonel, 
both in the United States Army, and 
now, BYU’s number two ROTC cadet 
is following in their steps by serving 
as Sgt. Hill, an Arab Linguist in the 
Iraqi crisis. 

Lt. Col. John Norton Jr., chair of 
Military Science for BYU, said 
“When word first came down he was 
ready to go. Because of prior service, 
he had all the qualifications that made 
him eligible for deployment.” 

Capt. Doug Buckley, professor of 
military science, said Hill had been 
serving on active duty when he con- 
tacted BYU two years ago about be- 
coming an officer through the ROTC 
program. Hill had been through De- 
fense Language Instruction in Mon- 
terey, Calif. where he studied Arabic 
Languages. 

Hill’s wife Lorraine, said he had 
originally wanted to study Russian, 
“But the Army in its infinite wisdom 
decided Russian was too easy.” 

When Hill left the Army to com- 
pleté his edtication; he-came to Utah 
and joined the Utah National Guard: 
They had no idea he would be called 
back to active duty. 

Hill celebrated his 28th birthday 
Thursday, Sept. 6. 

“He was already enrolled for 
classes,” Buckley said. “We were get- 
ting after him to get the training 
schedule for the year.” 

As far as the ROTC knows, Hill is 
the only current BYU student in- 
volved directly with the Iraqi crisis. 
He is in his senior year studying Ara- 
bic. 

Hill was commander of BYU’s 
Ranger club, an extracurricular club

Politically speaking, Saddam Hus- 
sein has been walked out on by most 
| of the Arab governments because he 

has seized Kuwait. While he remains 
backed into a corner with his oil-en- 
dowed prize, by U.S. troops enfore- 
ing economic sanctions, he is scream- 
ing holy war. 

Two BYU professors said Saddam 
is using religion as a way of gathering 
the support which he does not now 
have. 

The fact that a number of states in 
the Arab nation have politically posi- 
tioned themselves against Iraq is a 
“blow to the unity of the Arab world,” 
and Saddam Hussein’s call for Jihad, 
or holy war, isan attempt to unite all 
Moslems — all Arabs against the 
state of Israel,” an assistant professor 
of ancient religion at BYU, D. Kelly 
Ogden, said Friday. 

Iraq has been one of Israel’s most 
inveterate enemies since the state of 
Israel was established and has never 
relinquished determination to drive 
the Jews into the Mediterranean Sea, 
Ogden said. 

Though the cry has been unheeded 
so far, Ogden said the call is rooted in 
the Islamic belief that “ultimately Is- 
lam will prevail and all other religious 
views will fail.” 

The Arabs believe it is their duty to 
“rid the world of Satanic America and 
Israel,” he said. 

David B. Galbraith, a professor of 
political science said, “Theoretically 
all Moslems are obliged to respond,” 
and the fact that Saddam has called 
for (holy war) is ss 
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the military, like rappelling, boating 
and mountaineering. 

“His only fallback is that he wears 
glasses, and they’re thick ones,” 
Buckley said. 

Buckley and his wife met in San 
Antonio, Texas, where she was the 
daughter of an Air Force Colonel. The 
idea that her husband might have to 
serve in a war was not new to her. “I 
figured somewhere along the line he 
would be the sword America rattled,” 
she said. But that doesn’t make hav- 
ing her husband gone any easier. 

“T think it’s hard on the family, but 
I’m proud of him,” Lorraine said. 
“This is his job and freedom is never ‘| 
free.” 

Hill has two daughters, one five 
and the other eight months. His five- 
year-old is used to his being gone on § 
military business from when he was in 
boot camp. 

Lorraine has opted not to tell her 
what Hill is involved in. “I don’t want 
her to hear the news and become 
frightened.” 

As a person, Buckley said Hill is 
very outgoing. “He’s a helpful type of 
guy, confident. He will stand up for

Team inspired 
by wild support 
from BYU fans

The frenzied crowd rushed the field 
Saturday night as the BYU Cougars 
toppled the nation’s No. 1 ranked Mi- 
ami Hurricanes. For most schools this 
_ is usual at the end of a winning game, 
especially an emotional win. 

But to see the thousands of BYU 
fans jumping rails and mobbing their 
winning team was a sign that some- 
thing spectacular had happened at 
Cougar stadium. 

At the end of most games, BYU 
fans are given a friendly, but stern 
reminder by Events Staff, police or 
the announcer to stay off the field and 
leave in a orderly fashion. 

But as the No. 1 ranked team could 
not stop BYU, neither could the pow- 
ers that be, stop the adoring Cougar 
fans. It was as if the outburst was 
admissible — just this once, the only 
time in years. 

“Our fans were great tonight,” said 
Quarterback Ty Detmer, “They re- 
ally gave us a boost.” Detmer, who 

was in the heart of the mob, said he 
| didn’t realize what was happening the 
| last few seconds of the game until sud- 
denly he was surrounded by fans. 

“My first reaction was to just start 
slapping everybody five,” he said, 
“I’ve never seen anything like it.” 
Detmer said he got more hits trying 
to wade through the crowd than dur- 
ing the entire game, but he was glad 
the crowd was so enthusiastic. 

“This is the first time I’ve really 
seen BYU get into it.

With a potential war looming on the 
horizon one thing comes to the minds 
of college-age people across the coun- 
try: the draft. 

The draft, or conscription, means 
compulsory service in the armed 
forces of one’s country, and has been 
around since ancient times. The an- 
cient Egyptians practiced it at least 
since the time of the Old Kingdom. 

Egypt and Rome both had profes- 
sional armies that were supported by 
draftees in times of war. In ancient 
Greece, every man was expected to 
serve in the militia, or standby army. 

France established the first mod- 
ern draft system in 1688. Men drew 
lots to be called up for temporary local 
service, but were not required to 
fight in battles with professional sol- 
diers. 

A hundred years later France es- 
tablished that every able-bodied man 
was liable for military service. This 
was later reduced to all men between 
the ages of 18 and 25. These men 
made up a large part of Napoleon’s 
armies. 

In America, forms of the draft have 
been around since colonial times. 
Colonists were expected to serve in 
the militia and those who did not 
serve were punished. 

During the Revolutionary War, 
when George Washington was having 
trouble keeping recruits, Congress 
asked the states to draft men for nine 
month periods. 

This draft was ineffective, how- 
ever. The states used this as an ex-

Processing Station and receive a 
physical examination, or they may file 
for deferment, postponement or ex- 
emption from military service. 

If a draftee feels he has a reason he 
should not report to the examination 
or be inducted, then he may file for 
reclassification (ie. request defer- 
ment, postponement or exemption). 
A registrant’s induction orders will be 
automatically delayed if he files for 
reclassification. 

Richardson said some categories 
for reclassification include certain 
types of ministers. However, mis- 
sionaries for The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints are not 
exempt from induction. Hardship de- 
ferments are available for men whose 
induction would result in hardship to 
persons who depend upon them for 
support. Certain elected officials will 
be exempt while they are in office. 
Veterans are usually exempt from 
service. during peacetime. Aliens. and 
dual nationals may also be exempt de- 
pending upon their place of residence 
and county of citizenship.

cuse to get rid of their criminals and 
vagrants, and there was a high level 
of desertion. 

In the end, the war was won by 
volunteers, not draftees. 

The first real military draft in the 
United States happened in the Civil 
War, when President Lincoln was 
empowered by Congress to draft men 
between the ages of 20 and 45. 

There were many loopholes, how- 
ever. 

Men who were needed at home to 
support their families were ex- 
empted, and men who were actually 
drafted could get out of it by either 
providing a substitute, or by paying a 
$300 fee so the government could find 
a replacement. 

The South also used conscription, 
which ended up including all eligible 
men between 17 and 50, including 
slaves. 

Conscription during the Civil War 
proved ineffective. Only a small per- 
centage of the armies on either side 
were draftees. 

The draft resurfaced again for 
World War I and World War II. 

After the Selective Service Act of 
May 18, 1917, all men ages 18 to 35 
were required to register, including 
aliens, handicapped and conscientious 
objectors. Some of these, though, 
could be assigned to non-combat 
roles. 

On September 16, 1940, Congress 
passed the first draft act ever enacted 
in peacetime in the United States, in 
response to the potential threat to 
America. 

The draft was terminated in 1947 
and was then reinstated in 1948. It 


History of the draft 


continued through the Korean and 
Vietnam wars and ended again in 
1972. 

In his State of the Union address on 
Jan. 23, 1980, President Carter called 
for the revitalization of the Selective 
Service System. Under the present 
system, all men, when they reach 18, 
are required to register with Selec- 
tive Service. 

At the time of its reinstitution, in 
1980, the maximum penalty for fail- 
ure to register for the draft was 
$10,000 and/or five years in prison. 

The draft has been adamantly ob- 
jected to since its inception both in 
Congress, and throughout the land. 

When an attempt was made to start 
the draft in the War of 1812, orators 
such as Daniel Webster protested 
against it, saying it was unconstitu- 
tional to force men to be soldiers, and 
that conscription was like slavery. 

Congressional opponents during 
World War I said conscription was 
not democratic, but autocratic, and 
participation in war should be volun- 
tary in a democratic state. 

The draft was not protested as 
much during World War II, because 
most people recognized that Hitler 
was a real threat to American secu- 
rity, but during the Vietnam War, 
protesting against the war and the 
draft became a large scale movement. 

University students burned their 
draft cards, in spite of stiff penalties 
for doing so, and many fled to Canada 
to avoid the draft. President Carter 
later granted amnesty to those who 
had fled to Canada. 

As for the future of the draft, that is 
in the hands of our elected officials.
